A  free 
bloomer,  with  beautiful  buds  of  Indian 
ochre  with  yellow  at  the  base,  and  inter¬ 
mediate  tones  of  clear  brilliant  shades  of 
coral,  opening  into  semi-double  flowers. 

Emily  Gray.  (H.  W.  Climber.)  A  new 
yellow  rose  with  long  buds  and  golden 
yellow  flowers  that  do  not'  fade. 

Climbing  Perle  des  Jardins.  (T.  Climb¬ 
er.)  There  is  no  more  satisfactory  climb¬ 
ing  Rose  than  this.  In  our  opinion  it  is 
a  better  Rose  than  Marchal  Neil,  which 
it  closely  resembles.  The  new  foliage 
is  a  beautiful  wine-color.  It  is  free 
blooming. 


Mary  Wallace.  (H.  W.  Climber.)  A  new 
Rose  (by  Dr.  Van  Fleet;  introduced  by 
the  American  Rose  Society  in  1924.) 
Large,  very  bright  pink  flowers  illumined 
with  shining  gold;  cup  shaped,  moderate¬ 
ly  fragrant. 

WHITE  ROSES 

Kaiserin  Augusta  Victoria.  (T.  Bush.)

Of  the  same 
habits,  size  of  bloom  and  delicate  fra¬ 
grance  as  the  Pink  Cochet,  but  of  pearly 
white  shading  to  a  most  delicate  pink 
that  it  is  easily  ranked  as  one  of  the 
best  roses. 

Devoniensis^  (T.  Climber.)  It  is  per¬ 
haps  the  strongest  growing  of  the  tea 
roses.  The  flowers  are  white.  It  is  a 
favorite  with  all  who  know  it'. 

Whit©  Maman  Cochet.  (T.  Climber.) 
A  fine  strong-growing  white  climber, 
flowers  and  foliage  of  White  Maman  Co¬ 
chet. 

K.  A.  Viktoria.  (H.  T.  Climbing.)  Has 
the  same  good  qualities  as  the  bush  var¬ 
iety  listed  under  the  whites,  but  is  a 
climber.

Broad-Leaved  Evergreens  have  be¬ 
come  one  of  the  most  important  items 
for  beautifying  your  home. 

A  good  planting  serves  two  purposes, 
utility  and  beauty.
